The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach or fairly suggest a freestanding rod-shaped, segmented particle with the 
claimed dimensions wherein the particle contains information regarding an associated 
material, as recited in instant claims 1 and 88, or wherein a segment comprises a 
paramagnetic material compound, as recited in claim 15, or wherein the particle is, or is 
part of, an electronic device, as recited in claim 97. 

US application 09/677,198 has been abandoned, therefore the provisional 
rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting is hereby 
withdrawn. It is noted that the claims of co-owned US application 10/840,604 recite 
segmented, rod-shaped particles with dimensions similar to those of the instant claims; 
however, the claims of '604 do not recite limitations regarding associated materials, a 
paramagnetic compound, nor an electronic device.
